Some of the pirates wet'e busi- 
ly looting the steerage passengers, 
and two of them went. Into the 
Captain’s cabin to get what they 
could find. They took away some 
clothing and a small sum of 
money. A visit was then paid to 
the Chief Officer’s cabin but no- 
thing was taken from there. The 
second officer was the heaviest 
loser among the officers. Two 
gold wrist watches, a sum of 
money, and all his clothing were 
taken away. 

Lifeboats Commandeered 

The pirates then took the Chief 
Officer back to the bridge and 
there forced him to steer for 
Bias Bay. Arriving at the 
pirates’ reridezvous at 7.30 a.m., 
the freebooters fired several shots 
inorder to draw the attention of 
their comrades on shore. A great 
number of men rushed out. but 
no boats were sent to take the 
pirates ashore. The marauders 
then commandeered two of the 
ship’s Hfeboats and at thelr re- 
quast a muster of the ship’a crew 
was made by the Chief Officer.

SENT AS OBSERVER 


‘. Fastened Himself on to 
Shipbuilders 


Washington, Yesterday. 

. Mr. Clinton L. Bardo, Vice-Pre- 
ident of the New York Shipbuild- 
ing Corporation who was the first 
witness to appear at the Sena- 
torial. investigatién into the 
Shearer scandal, ‘said ‘that three 
companies sent ‘Mr. Shearer to 
Geneva as an observer and report 
the. unpublished proceedings. 
They agreed. to pay him $25,000, 
Mri ‘Shearer’s connection was ter- 
minated when jt became apparent 
that he wae evidently determined 
to fasten himself on to the ship- 
builders. 

Mr. Bardo demurred when 
Senator Allen demanded the pro- 
duction of the record of the pay- 
ments to Mr. Shearer, but finally 
agreed to comply. 

He admitted that American 
shipbuilders had spent $143,000 
for promoting The passage of the 
Jonea-White Merchant Marine Act 
of 1928, whereby American ship- 
ping secured advantages which 
practically amounted to subsidies.

“Tai Yuan” Landed 
at Taikoo 


FIRST OF NEW CLASS 

The ss. “Taiyuan, which was suc- 
cessfully launched at Taikoo Dock- 
yard yesterday, has been construct- 
ed do the order of the China Navi- 
gation Co., Lid., and is 325 feet in 
length, with a beam of 45 feet and 
depth moulded to upper deck of 24 
feet 9 inches, carrying a deadweight 
of about 3,300 tons on 18 feet draft. 
The vessel is built on the deep 
framed system and has two complete 
tlecks and poop; bridge and fore- 
castle, The seantlings of the vessel 
have ‘been approved by the British 
Corporation and generally supervis- 
ed during construction by the Hong 
Kong Government to obtain their 
Passenger Certificate. 

Provision Against Piracy 

Accommodation for the crew has 
been arranged forward, and great 
care has been taken to provide 
against piracy. The upper deck 
passengens being completely shut off 
frum access to the bridge, engine 
room or forward amidship. A 


second class saloon and state rooms | 


for 34 passengers have been provid- 
ed, the state rooms being large and 
airy, each being provided with two 
gide acuttles, The first class saloon 
and eight single berth cabins have 
been arranged at forward end of 
bridge deck while the officers and 
engineers are berthed at aft end of 
bridge. Captain’s house, chart 
room and wireless room are on the 
boat deck. The compradores ataff 
have been accommodated aft in the 


poop. 

The vessel is provided with steam 
windlass and capstan forward, also 
a warping capstan aft on poop. 
Steam steering gear is housed in 
poop and actuated from bridge by 
telemotor gear. Eight steam 
winches have been provided to work

and one 30 ton derrick.

Said 
Sir Henry Pollock: “It is hope- 
lessly out of date: it goes back to 
the early days of the Colony, and 
an entirely new structure is one 
of the Colony’s needs. It is dif- 
ficult to keep clean and is un- 
hygienic according to modern 
ideas, It is also at times very 
overcrowded, There is no isola- 
tion block: the maternity wing 
is inadequate: the X-ray room is 
damp and unsuitably located.’”’"— 
Sir Henry goes on to express dis- 
appointment that no provision for 
the long-promised up-to-date Hos- 
pital is contained in the Estimates 
for 1930. That regret will be 
partially at least shared by many 
others. The chief regret, how- 
ever, will be in regard to the re- 
building on the same site right 
in the heart of the Chinese city. 
That is indefensible. The only 
argument that has been brought 
in its favour is its convenience to 
the University.

It may be said 
that all the talk- 
ing and all the 
writing now are

Review of Reviews of the’ Budget 


N their laudable efforts to accelerate the progress of the Colony, 
the Unoflicials, in their review of the Budget, overlooked the 
important fact that it was not an up-to-date motor car that they 
were attempting to give impetus to but a very ancient bullock-cart, 
with its grimy wheels thick with the mire of years—a vehicle thal 
only something in the nature of an earthquake could shift. Their 
criticisms have been the criticisms of their predecessors in the 
Legislative Council so far as concerns some of the topics dealt with, 
whilst as regards other fresher matters it may be that still more 
trenchant language may be required before they convince the Gov- 
ernment of the righteousness of their cause. ; 
Speaking on behalf of the Unofficials, that veteran of a hundred 
civic fights, the Hon. Sir Henry Pollock, K.C., was certainly caustic 
in many of his observations. From the Government Civil Hospital 
to the Mental Hospital, from the Prison to malaria, from the water 
problem to markets—on all, and on more of these—he placed the 
finger of criticism, exposing where, in the opinion of the Unofficials, 
the Government's programme (or lack of programme) left some- 
thing to be desired. Some of the subjects, it may be feared, do not 
appeal to the much quoted ‘‘man in the street,” whose interests do 
not generally run to columns of figures and miles of statistics in 
spite of the most eloquent dissertation thereon by members of the 
Legislative Council or newspaper commentators. But every one 
does appreciate any sympathetic reference to the increasing cost 
of living, to the growing need for more playing fields and “lungs” 
jn the heart of congested districts, and to the perpetual question of 
the daily water supply. Markets, and still more markets are re- 
quired to cope with the needs of an ever-growing population on 
both sides of the harbour. Long distances to markets imply still 
greater costs for the householder, And he naturally looks to the 
authorities to assist him in this respect to the utmost of its power. 
Children and even growing youths and maidens must have some- 
where else than the streets in which to indulge in that recreation 
that is so needful in dealing with the problem of public health. The 
“Jungs” so familiar—because they have been found so essential—in 
the large cities at Home are sadly lacking here. Disciples of the 
fresh air and the “back to Nature” cult in some other countries 
may appear to be going from one extreme to the other, but there is 
surely a happy medium that ought to be attainable in this Colony in 
the daily combat against all the evils of congested areas. 

_ The Hon. Sir. Shou-son* Chow, who spoke on behalf of the 
Chinese members, was no less trenchant in some of his criticisms, 
particularly in regard to the form in which the Estimates for 1930 
have been presented. Taking another of the many subjects upon 
which he touched—that of the water problem-~he stated that no 
tangible evidence is yet in sight of the Government's endeavour to 
find a permanent remedy. He did well, however, to speak of the 


patience of the people during the recent famine. In spite of in- 
corrigible pessimism day in and day out on the part of certain critics 
of the Government's water supply schemes during the crisis, the 
mass of the people bore the inconvenience and trial with a fortitude 
that was indeed commendable. 1 

The Hon. Mr. W. E, L. Shenton, in a masterly address, detailed 
some of the most pressing néeds of the Colony for which no pro- 
vision has been made in the Estimates. A few of these may find 
the Government in a hardened mood just because it has had its 
memory jogged so often, but, as Mr. Shenton says truly, some of the 
propositions he mentioned can no longer be mich delayed. The 
sooner the Government faces them and makes provision for them 
the easier will be the task. of critics who are really friendly and 
desire to-see progress here spelt with a capital P, ' 

So far as the Unofficials were concerned the Hon. Mr. J. P.

Probationary Period For 
Recruits 


FREE PASSAGES 


A Bill to amend the Police Force 
Ordinance in paolished in the 
“Government Gazette.” 

It 13 stated under 
Reasons :-— 

1. The titles of the superior 
officers of the Police Force are about 
to be altered, and a new office of 
deputy to the chief officer of the 
force is about to ‘be created. This 
will involve various amendments of 
the Police Foree Ordinance, 1900, 
Ordinance No. 11 of 1900. The new 
titles will be Inspector General of 
Police, Deputy Inspector General of 
Police (the new post), and Division- 
al Superintendents. Sections 2, 3, 
4,9 and 13 of this Ordinance intro- 
duce the new titles into various sec- 
tions of the principal Ordinanace. 

2. Section 6 gives statutory re- 
cognition to the practice of having 
a probationury period for police 
recruita and provides that such pro- 
bationary officers may be discharged 
during their probationary period if 
they prove unsatisfactory. 

3. Section 6 of this Ordinance 
wives the Governor power to grant 
the completion of the ordinary 
free passages in special cases before 
statutory period of service.

In their case 
section ITA of the principal Ordin- 
ance expressly provides that they 
shall come under the general Pen- 
sion Minutes, There is no such pros 
vision with regard to the superior 
officers of the force and there is no 
regulation on the subject of their 
pensions. I seems desirable to deal 
with their case in the same way as 
that of the ian staff. Accordingly ; 
section 7 of this Ordinance includes 
in section 17A of the principal Or- 
dinance reference to the superior 
officers of the force. 


Regulations v. Orders 


§ Section 8 of this Ordinance 
repeals the three sections of the 
principal Ordinance which deal with 
the making of regulations and de- 
partmenbal orders, and substitutes 
one simplified section. The existing 
sections distinguish, though not 
very clearly, between two kinds of 
rules, Le, regulations and ,depart- 
mental Regulations are 
made by the Captain Superintendent 
of Police with the approval of the 
Governoy in Council. Departmental 
- made ‘by the Captain 
of Police without 
tu the Governor but sub- + 
ject ts the Governor's subsequent 
disappr Regulations must be 
published in the “Gazette” in order 
to be valid. Deparlmental orders 
need not be published in the 
“Gazette.” The line of demarcation 
between regulations and depart- 
mental orders is not clear. 
tions may therefore arise al any 
time as to the strict legal! validity 
of such regulations and depart: 
menial orders. The proposed new 
section will give the entire power of 
making regulatioms to the Inspector 
General of Police and all regulations 
will be of the one class. These re- 
gulations will not require to be 
published in the “Gazette,” but will 
appear in Police General Ordera. 
Aa required by the new section, these 
regulations will ‘be circulated to the 
members of the Executive Council, 
and the Governor in Council will 
have power to rescind such regula- 
tion or to amend thém in any man- 
ner. It seems unnecessary to 
publish such regulations in the 
“Gazette” as very few of them affect 
the public. None of them will 
impose any obligation on the public.

Warrants of Arrert 
8 Section 12 of this Ordinance in- 
erts in the principal Ordinance a new 
section 26A which is based on section 
14 of the Criminal Justice Act, 1925. It 
: provides that a warrant of arrest may 
he lawfully executed by any officer of 
police notwithstanding that the war- 
raut is not in his possession at the 
time, This provision is not necessary 
in Hong Kong in the case of offences 


‘against Hong Kong law, because the 


police have u general power of arrest 
withoul warrant, but it may be useful 
In such cases as extradition and de- 
Portation. 

®, Section 14 of this Ordinance is 
the usual section providing for the 
gencral substitution of “Inspector Gen- 
eral of Police’ for “Captain Superin. 
tendent of Police” in all enactments, 
contracts and other documents whore 
Buch substitution ia necessary in order 
1o give effect thereto.

In virtue of this, Eimbassies were 
established in Lima and Santiago, 
and through their medium the ar- 
rangements recently made were 
concerted with Peru, thus demon- 
strating, ‘#0 that all who run may 
read,’” that honesty of purpose alone 
rouchos the cnd by the shortest 
path. .

It is a morning early in 1910.

He 
grasped the crank handle. Tried 
lo spin it. The engine kicked back 
and the handle struck him on the 
jaw Unthinking, the strange wo- 
man had not retarded the spark.

Leland gol up from hia chair, 
walked over, and stood looking out 
of a window.

| GERMAN CYCLES 


Remarkable Increase in 
Production 


| Figurea are published of the re- 
markable increase during the first 
six months of 1929 in the German 
production of motor-cycles. On the 
basis of these it is believed that 
the total production for 1929 will 
reach at least 190,000 units, and 
it is contended that the German 
motor-cycle industry will thua over- 
‘take the British and assume first 
place in production among the 
motor-cycle industries of the 
world. 

{ The increase is principally in the 
manufacture of low-powdered 
machines, of which 11,718 were 
made in 1927 and 61,800 in the first 
six months of 1929. The number 
of high-powered machines produced 
in the past six months, 41,500, is 
about 10 per cent, less than in the 
same period of last year, but the 
combined production for this 
period, 103,300 units, compares 
with 64,100 in the same period of 
/1928. The total production for 
1928 was 140,000 units. 

An increase in output to 190,000 
unita this year would mean that 
German manufacturers would be 
‘able fully to cover the needs of the 
home market, and. in addition to 
intensify competition with the 
British and American industries 
for foreign markets. Exports of 
German motor cycles in the past 
have been comparatively small 
(1,861 in 1925, and 4,681 in 1928), 
and imports of foreign machines. 
among which British makes pre-

But the import- 
unt thing is to habityate the users 
of existing equipment to inaintain tt 
in the best possible adjustment, and 
to employ its regulatory features 
with discretion. 

Lubrication Difficulties 


That lubrication has 4 considerable 
bearing on the life and performance 
of an engine is generally appreciated, 
but there arc several aspects of the 
matter which are not by any means 
generally understood, For instance, 
consider the case of a pressure-fed 
engine on being started up from cold. 
Tlint the oil will not flow so freely 
us when hot through the ducts, and 
uspeciully to the big-ends, is obvious, 
but it is easily overlooked that when 
no oil is being flung from the big- 
ends there is no oil mist for lubrica- 
ting the cylinder walls and other 
bearings which do not receive a 
direct supply. 

Because this absence of adequate 
lubrication from 1 cold engine 
seldom hus serious results, or at 
lenst immediate — results,) moat 
owners are apt to regard {t es of 
little significance, even go the point 
of ignoring it altogether... Such 
owners would be surprised to learn 
that actual experiment hag demon- 
struted it to be possible to seize up 
an ordinary pressure-lubricated~“on- 
gino by series of starts from cold, 
and the sories need not be so lengthy 
as may bo imngined.

Westerheim is now the sole re- 

maining captive in the hands of 

the pirates,—Reuter 
Officers Held for $500,000 

A Shanghai cable of September 
15 stated :— 

While the Norwegian freighter 
“Botnia” was stranded on a sand 
bar near Haichow, pirates removed 
her captain and officers and are 
holding them for $600,000 Mex, 
ransom, it was learned here to-day. 

The pirates removed from the 
ship Captain A. Haaland, First 


ese members of the ship's account- 
ing staff. 

They threaten that unless the 
ransom is paid speedily the seized 
officers from the ship will be sub- 
jected ta death by torture. 

The Norwegian minister at 
Peking is communicating with the 
Chinese Government at Nanking re- 
warding the plight of the Nor- 
wegians. The Norwegian Consul 
General here also is acting on be- 
half of his countrymen. He has 
enlisted the Nationalist Govern- 
ment’s Bureau of Foreign Affairs. 

It is generally feared that the 
officers from the “Botnia” will be 
murdered before relief efforts are 
successful. 

A lurid story is involved in the 
capture of the ship. They boarded 
the “Botnia” from junks and rush- 
ed the officers and members of the 
crew with pistols and knives. 

Captain Escapes

gian steamer “Botnia,” has escap- 
ed alone from the bandits and 
reached the Panpu port of Hai- 
chow.

HATRY COMPANIES 


Action by the Stock 
Exchange 


A VISIT TO THE POLICE

The Stock Exchange has applied 
for power for the suspension of 
, dealing in the Hatry Companier’ 
shares for the first time since the 
' War.—Reuter. 

\ False Pretences Charge 
London, Later. 

The prominent financier Clar- 
ence Hatry, and three associates, 
Edmund Daniels, John G. Dixon, 
and A. E. Taboa, were charged at 
the Guildhall to-day with 
conspiracy to obtain £209,141 by 
falne pretences. This is the out- 
come of the sensational collapse in 
the value of shares in companies 
sponsored by Hatry. 

Fictitious ‘Certificates 

The four defendants were re- 
manded, bail being refused. The 
prosecuting counsel outlined the in- 
dictment, and said that the defend- 
ants, as directors of the Austin 
Friars Trust, obtained the sum men- 
tioned from Mr. George Russell of 
the Porchester Trust, by depositing 
fictitious, valueless certificates, pur- 
porting to represent the script of 
Wakefield Coxporation stock. He 
declared that the defendants of their 
own accord visited the Public Prose- 
cutor, jointly admitting respon- 
sibility.
